GREAT BRITAIN.

In England, foeal politics were never in
abeyance more than at this moment, the in.
terest of the royal visit to Treland having
passed away. The London journals find the
greatest difficulty in filling their columns
with any attractive matter,

The most active harvest operations are go-
ing forward in all parls of the country. In
the neighborhood of Liverpool a good deal of
rain has fallen, but in the Southern parts of
England the weather has been very fine, so
that the labors of the husbandman had uot
been sensibly interrupted, and upon the will
be abundant. The weather in Ireland, how-
ever, has undergone a very unfavorabls
change.

1a the neighborhnod of Dublin, the corn
fields have suffered greatly from the exces-
sive maina, and we regret 1o say that, in the
worst districts of the south there are signs of
the polato disease re-appearing. However,
from the wery imperfect reports hitherto
brought under our notice, we do not beliave
that the mischiel extends beyond a few lo-
calities.

FRANCE.
At length, aftera sitting of eichteen months

only interropted by the brief intervals oven- |

pied in the elections, the Legislative Assem-
bly of France has adjourned 10 the 15t of Oc-
tober next,

At the last sitting but one, doring an inei.
dental discossion arising out of an application
to proseonte two representatives for seditions
libels published in the provinee, and elderly
member, M. Bastier, in u personal altereation
called Pierre Bonaparte an imbecile, upon
which the President’s covsin struck M. Bas-
teir a blow in the face. A violent conversa-
tion ensued and M Dupin ordered them into
custody.

This great scandal upon an assembly which
it was hoped, would exhibited n great sen-
sation, and Pierre Bonaparte is to be tried
before the ordinary tribunals for the offence.

The French Government, it is said, have
teceived information that Austeia had applied
1o Bavaria for military assistance, and that
the latter power was abont to send 50,000
troops to protect the Auatrinn capital,

The troops left at Rome by Gen, Oudinot
have exhibited strong feelings of dissatisface
tion al not being permitted to return o
France; the object of the expedition having
been accomplished, they deem it not enly an
act of injustice, but of eroelty, to detain them

any longer from their families and friends,

A letter received in Paris from Vienna
states that the Government had resolved to
negotiate with the Hungurians.

AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY.

The accounts from Vienna are of much in.
terest ; the entrance of the Hungavians from
Comorn into Raub is fully confirmed, and
they only differ as to the booty which was
seoured in or near Raab by the Magyars,
The greatest alarm was excited in Vienna
and Presburg by the newsof the advance of
the Hungarians, whose outposts are sid to
have appeared.

In Wiessalberg all the troops which conld
possibly be spared from Vienna, were im-
mediately despatched by railway to Presburg
and it is said that many of the soldiers, who
were raw reeruits, left with very great dis-
couragement and reluctance to march,

A continued battle on the 234, 24th and
25th ult,, wok place between the Russians
and Hungarians, near Miskolez, on the left
bank of the Sako. Tt scems that, after the
battle, Georgey quitted his position, and the
Russians, n good deal cut up, followed him.

The above is all of the Caledonia’s news
that had been received in New York up to
the time the Mail Pilot Live left, at 43 o’clock
in the afternoon.

Both the telegraph lines between this city
and New York were more or Jess injuted by
the storm of yesterday ufternoon and evening
and were consequently prevented from work-
ing, which will account for our not giving
this morning our usual full despatch of the
foreizn news; by express and telegraph {rom
Halifax,

The news from Hungary is favorable 1o
the patriot cause, and it is probable that the
Austrian goverument, despairing of coercion,
had resolved as stated, lo propose terms of
conciliation 1o the Magyars.

) The London Morning Herald says a Coun-
cil of Ministers wus held in Paris, on the 41k
ult,, for the consideration of important ques-
tions of fareign policy. They have had in-
formation of the iutention of the Bavarian go-
vernment to march 50,000 men to Vienus, to
cover the capital, while the Austrian troops
were operaling in Hungary,

ROME.

Revival of the Pepal Administration.

A correspondent of the New York Adver-
tiset gives the following summary of wews
from Rome *

At Rome, the installation of the three Car-
dinals in uncontrolled powers, as the repre-
sentatives of the Pope, was immediately fol-
Jowed by an abusive manifesto from them,
against “anarchy” and the “shameful acts
performed by demagogues without reputation
ot charmater,” but in which a specification of
the shumeful nets in question was wholly
omitted. The clergy, it is said, are now
| openly threatening revenge for nll their past
| mortification, and the three Cardinals are giv-
ing every indication that they shall not llm
disappointed. Al laws promulgated during
the existence of the republie have been can-
celled, and the frightful system which pre-
viously prevailed, has been restored in all
its force. Every official appointed by the re-
public has been discharged, and the paper
money issued during that time has been dis-
avowed to the extent of 35 per cent. All
these procesdings have been talked without
the formation of any Ministry, and such was
the feeling with which they were received
that the French, in order to keep down the
people, were compelled to place artillery in
the streets, and to have the gunners ready
with lighted matches. Another step, also,
which, but for the efficient measures of the
solliers of the French republic, would have
eansed “the very stones of Rome to rise in
mutiny,"” has been the re-establishment of the
Inguisition. A Dr. Achilli, an eminent Ital-
| inn theologian, & man who has never med-

| dled with politice, but who has beeu for five
years an avowed Protestant, wus one of its
| first victims. He was arrested on the night
{of the 30ih of July, by thrée men in plain
clothes, and is now in one of the seeret evlls
of the Holy Office. This case, which has
anly just transpired, promises to excite an ex-
traordinary feeling among all the ieligious
bodies in England. Doubtless, when Gen-
eral Oudinot diseovers that it caunot be veiled
in seeresy, the Ministers of Louis Napoleon
will attempt to remedy the “mistake.” But
how many are doomed to follow Dr. Achilli,
of whose fate no mention will ever after-
wards be made ?

Gen Oudinot has left Rome for Gaela,
whenca he will return to Paris to be idolized
for having maintained the “honor of France.”
It is alleged that he will be elevated to the
ratik of marshal.

The accounts regarding Garibaldi are that,
with his wife and about 30 followers, he has
made mood his landing near Venice. A
monk, who had acted as his chaplain, and
who had exercised a powerful jufluence in
favor of the Republi¢, fell into the hands of
the Ausirinus, and has, of course, been shot,
Hundreds of the band have been captured,
and will, it may be presumaeil, share the same
remorseless [ate.

HUNGARY.
The Affair at Raab.

A letter from Presburg gives the [ollowing
necount of the occupation of Raanb by the
Hungarians :

“This morning, as [ was standing on the
bridge, 1 observed & tnmultuous assemblage
of officers and soldiera rushing past me, some
on horseback, others on foot. lmmediately
after their arrival in Presburg, horsemen
wetre sent off in all directions, and it was
clear that some important event must have
happened. Soon it became known, beyond
the possibility of a doubt, that a party of
from 5000 to 10,000 Hungarians had surpri-
sed the garrison of Raab; that they had push-
ed their advance guard to Wieselburg, and
that they were within sight of Allenberg, 12
Euglish miles from Presberg.

8o sudden was the approach of the Hun-
garians upon Raab, that the lmperialist gar-
risou of that place was seized with a panie.
Their flight was general and disorderly in
the extreme. The fugitive officers preso-
med that the cities of Raab and Gorgo were
taken ; indeed, there was nothing to prevent
the Hongarians from taking them, and with
them an enormous quantity of stores, the
whole commissariat of the Imperialist Army,
which had been concentrated in the two pla-
ci's, previous to being sent into the interior to
the army of Gen. Haynau. At Gorgo the
Hungarians must have found two steamers,
with a guantity of boats which they were in-
tended 1o drug. On the quays were above
80,000 bushels of oats and enormous quanti-
ties of flour, riee, and vinegar, and 2400 headl
of cattle—all of which fell into the hands of
the Hungarians.

The loss of the Imperialists is estimated at
1,000,000 of florins, but in reality the loss is
much greater, for the lives of the lmperialists
armies in Hungury depended on the safety of
their stores, which eannot now be replaced
in time 10 be uf auy vse 1o them. The Hun-
gariuus captured also two campanies of foot
and 6 pieces of artillery. Several troops of
lancars, too, waere missing. Thuos, within a
faw days, is revenged, as il by Heaven itself,
the attrocious spoilation of the Jews of Buda
Pesth,

The statements in our correspandent’s let-
ter corroborate our earlier news of the losses
which the Imperial armies suffered in stores
and ammunition. Our correspondent states
besides, that they lost 11 pieces of artillery
instead of six, which were mentioned in for-

spared at Vienoa was sent to Presburg to
reinforce the Imperialist troops in that town.
~ Our Vienos papers and letters of the 7ih
inst. inform ue of the doubts and perplexi-
ties of the military and other suthorities at
Vienna on the subject of the sortie which
Klapka's troops made from Comorn on the
5th iosl., aud the extent of the

Imperialists. 1t appears that their losses, in
killed and wounded and captured men and
cannon, wera by far greater than it was first

d. The retreat of the Imperialists
from Ranb was all but a racr, in which the
soldiers cast away their muskets, swords and
knapsacks, while the Russians, doffing their
long conts, which arrested their onward pro-
gress; arrived at Presbueg in their shirt
sleeves. Some attillery horses wera saved
by the traces being cot. Rumor apeaks of
five baitalions of foot which are missing, and
among these the Imperialists that have been
actually engaged bear the marks of the sa-
bres of the formidable Hussars.

It is understood at Vienna that all the sol-
diers that marched on the 5th inst. will de-
sert the first opportunity. Nor are these sen-
timents cunfined to the troops that marched
from Vienna after the affair at Raab. We
learn from the letters of one of our corres-
pordents, Yhat General Haynau, on setting
out for the south, left in the camp near Co-
morn several officers, both Russians and Aus-
trians, and a considerable body of troops,
who had evineed symptoms of insubardina-
tion and a sympathy for the Hungarians.—
No sooner did these officers and men see
Klapka's forces advancing in the direction of
Raab, then muunting their horses, they pro-
ceeded in a body in the same directton.—
Pursuit was impossible, for the Imperialists
wore jnst then in full retreat.

Reported Defeat of Paskicwitch.

Prince Otloff arrived at Vienna on the 10th
from the head-quarters of Paskiowitch; he
brovght the telligence of the route of Pas-
kiewstoh's army by Georgey. No bulletin had
been published, and the imperialists in Vi-
enna were in a state of panic. The commao-
nications between Pesth and Vienna are en-

mored, had retaken Pesth and Buda. The
arny of Hagnau, even if he should have ef-
fected bis junction with Jellachich; is now
completely isolated.

HUNGARIAN NEWS,

The news from Hungary is highly im.
pottant and interesting. Though the Hun-
garians have met some reverses, they have
on the whole, been successful. The Hun-
garians, like the Americans in the Revolu-
tion, are acting on the defensive, and al-
ways, if possible, avoid a pitched battle.
The policy of the Hungarians is to attack
the enemy 1n detail or small parties, and
in making such salliesas the late exploit in
the recapture of Raab, by which the allied
armies of Austida and Russia lost anim-
mense amount of stores intended for the
subsisten¢e of their army. In this way
when their supplies are cut off} the enemy
will soon be used up, as Austria and Russia
combined are not able to bear the enor-
mous expense of keeping large armies any
length of tine in Hungary. Gen. Gorgey
is reported to have had a number of en-
gagements with the Russian Gen. Grabbe
in his retreat, after having broken through
the Russian lines. Gargey isa native Hun-
garian and the favorite General. Though
a young man, great reliance is placed on his
valor, his wisdom and sound judgment. |
Like our own Washington he never =acri- |
fices lis men or fights a battle but from
sheer necessity, or when some important
point is to be gained. There is a report
that a battle had taken place in Transyl-
| vania, in which Luders had gained a victory
over Bem. This, however, wants confirm-
ation. The Austrian government it is rn-
mored, are desirous of negotiating with the
Hungarians.
